he was not to faile at his peril. aud whereas the laid Patrick Fleming 
hath failed to appeare acco2dingly: and he and the ſaid Redmond O Hanlon 
with other malekactoꝛs, are fled to the woods and mountains where they 
ſtand upon their keeping, ſo as they are not anſwerable o2 ameaſonable 
to the Law, but willtull contemners of the ſame, and cannot as pet be ap⸗ 
pꝛehended, whereby they map be puniſhed actoꝛuing to the Oꝛdinary courſe 
of Law, We therefoze do hereby Declare, that hey the ſaid Patrick Fle⸗ 
ming and Redmond O Hanlon, ſhall hentefoꝛth be called, reputed and taken 
fo2 notozious Debells and Treytozs againſt His Majeſtic, and accoz- 
dingly to be p2oſecutedby all His Majeſties loving and good Subjects 
in all hoſtile manner. And we further declare, that whatſoever perſon 
o2 perſons ſhall comtozt, relieve oꝛ abet them, oꝛ either of them, they are 
and ſhall be reputed, deemed and adjudged Trayto2s in like degree with 
the fozenamed Traptoꝛs and Rebells themſelves, and to be p2oceeded a- 
gainſt atcoꝛding to Law, And we do in His Majeſties name ſtraightly 
Thargeand Tommand all his Ma jeſties loyal Subjects upon their duty 
Mallegiante to His Majeſtie, not only to foꝛbeare to receive oꝛ releive the 
perſons afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ any of them, but alſo to make diligent ſearch and en- 
quirie in what place oz places the ſaid perſons ſhall from time to time 
lurke oꝛ be relieved, and by all meanes poſſible to pꝛoſecute, apprehend and 
take the bodies ct them, and them to bꝛing oꝛ cauſe to be brought under ſafe 
tuſtodie unto the high Sheriff of the rieb Counties, where any of 
them ſhall be apprehended, to be by ſuch Sheriffes kept in ſtritt and ſafe 
cuſtodie, until we upon notice thereof ſhall give further direction concern- 
ing them: oꝛ reſiſt ing oꝛ retuſing to be taken, to kill them o2 either of them: 
And we do hereby publicquelp declare, that whoſoever ſball bzing unto 
any Sheriff, the bodies of the ſaidRedmond O Hanlon and Patrick Fleming, 
02 either of them alive, oꝛ kill any of them and bzing His Head to the 
Sheriff of the Countie where he ſhall be killed, to be by (nach Sheriff (ett 
up in ſome publique place in that Countie, ſhall habe fo2 his reward fo? 
each of them ſo bzought in o2 hig Head, Twenty pounds to2 payment, 
whereof we will give ſufficient warrant as occaſion ſhall require, and will 
take care that the ſame ſhall be Immediatly paid acco2dingiy, And to⸗ 
wards the ſpeedie effecting of this ſervice, all Commanders of Horſe and 
Foote, and all other His HajeſtiesOckicers and loving ſubjects are to be 
aiding and aſſiſting, as they and every of them will anſwer the con.
